THREE F ROM DOMINIONS

Melbourne, A ustralia, Oct. 7.—P re ­ 
mier David Lloyd George has cabled 
to Ambassador Geddes ut W ashington 
stating definitely that he can not at­ 
tend the forthcoming conference on 
limitation 
of 
armaments. 
Premier 
Hughes of A ustralia read the cable In 
the house of representatives today 
Hughes 
announced 
that 
A rthur 
Jam es Balfour and Lord Lee would be 
two of the British delegates to W ash­ 
ington, and that Minister of Defense 
George Foster Pearce would represent 
Australia. 
A third delegate from tin 
British Isles has been named hut bas 
not been accepted. 
In all there will he six British rep­ 
resentatives at the 
arm s 
conclave, 
three of these from dominions. 
Tile 
de* ision to have dominion rep resen ta­ 
tion at W ashington was received with 
great enthusiasm by A ustralia since 
the bitterness caused 
by 
"America 
slamming the door’’ 
upon 
separate 
representation. 
A ustralia is 
in 
a 
measure removed by this action of 
tile British government. 
Hughes gave no indication of who 
the 
other 
dominion 
representative 
would be. 
Pearce will represent New 
Zealand as well us A ustralia. 
T elegram s from Lloyd George urg­ 
ing it would be most desirable to h a w 
Australia represented here, were read 
by Hughes. 
One suggested the Ai. 
Bullan prem ier himself attend. Hughes 
declared 
this 
impossible, 
but 
a n ­ 
nounced the appointm ent of Pearce. 
A mem ber demanded why Australia 
did not have separate representation. 
"All dominions endeavored to secure 
this,” Hughes said, "until America fin­ 
ally slammed the door."

Butler was taken into custody by the 
janitor, was taken into custody by the 
Warren ave. police when neighbors 
discovered the boy’s plight. 
Harvey today lies at the point of 
death. 
Should he recover, he will be 
disfigured for life, physicians say. 
Butler,

declare, 
poured liniment on the boy's Viands 
and then placed them in a red hot 
oven. Not content with this, police say 
he threw the child into a caldron of 
boiling water.

Repeal of all "nuisance” tuxes, 
such as those on soft drinks aud medi­ 
cine 
6. 
Increase maximum rates on es- 
tute taxes from 25 to 40 lier cent on 
estate* above $100,000,000. 
T here is still a discussion on the 
fifteen per cent corporate income tax. 
Some leaders urged the present ten 
per cent rate for the graduate scale 
on incomes above $50,000,000. 
The question of one cent Increase 
on first class postage Is still unsettled. 
The Hmoot sales tax proposal was def* 
Blately rejected.
